Secretary Lansing's note to General Carrarrza 


•was fully six thousand words longer than was 
necessary. Three hundred words could well have 
disposed of all proper subject matter and a 
thousand words would have been sufficient to 
have conveyed all the unnecessarily inflamma- 
tory though truthful accusations of falsehood 
against the so-called First Chief. 


The inordinate padding was due to the desire 


to address American voters on the subject of the 
Mexican policy of the administration. 


All the wordy assertions about repeated and 


multiplied requests toi the.de facto government 
to afford protection; to; American, life and prop- 
erty- in.Mexico are first 'disclosures, of-the gov- 
ernment's activity along this line... Inasmuch as 
nothing could have been •gained-by'keeping-.'this 
lively concern about American rights from the 
American people it must be assumed that they 
are very recent inspirations. • • 


The public record of the administration durins 


the last few years contains only' warnings to, 
Americans to get out .of. Mexico and'abandon 
their, interests; notification that the. government 
woukUnot protect their legitimate rights abroad. 
We recall the expression of pleasure from Secre- 
tary of State Bryan that a German warship 
afforded needful protection to our citizens in a 
Mexican' port so that American naval' officers 
were, not tempted to'disregard the policy of the 
administration. 
. . - 


• The recognition, of General. Carranza's ridicu- 
lous charge that'the American press-was opposed 
to his government is a. bid of small calibre for 
popular approval of Mr. Wilson's conduct and 
public statements. 


What the great body of the American press 


has done is to refuse to bury its head in the 
sand, after the manner of the ostrich, and fail to 
recognize the inevitable. It will ever refuse to 
do this. 
' 
. 
.. . ' 


No section of the America'n press was opposed 


to the de facto government, or to any other 
attempt at government that gave the slightest 
hope for the restoration of social order m Mexico. 
It was critical of President Wilson's recognition 
of the Carranza faction because it foresaw with 
certainty the condition that now exists. , It 
wanted a practical course adopted that would 
benefit the Mexican people by giving them 


. respite from brigandage and confiscation and 


spoliation, that they might re-erect their gov- 
ernment. 


This is the attitude of the 'American press 


today. If any newspapers have urged interven- 
tion it is because it obviously was inevitable and 
the sooner started the sooner it would have been 
finished, the sooner government restored and 
! outlawry destroyed. 


But we can with good grace accept this latest 


monument of verbiage and appeals for political 
favor if'the administration will now cut politics 
out of the Mexican situation and treat it as it is— 
a military problem of national defense, with the 
best interests of humanity an important issue. 


RECALL NOT NEEDED. 


The good friends of Rev. Peter E. Petersen of 


Richmond are quite right in lending the clergy- 
man their moral support and their active assist- 
ance in his embarrassments 
growing out of 


the charges that he has dealt irregularly with 


persons under the' ban ;of the law. The evidence 
claimed .to' have ;- been "obtained against Rev. 
Petersen to support the charge that he accepted 
a bribe is of uncertain quality. It should caution 
us to reserve judgment, if not actually justify 
the suspicions that the charges are the result of 
a conspiracy between violators and officers of 
the law. 


If the latter should turn out to bevthe case the 


laws provide ample means for dealing with the 
alleged conspirators. There is no necessity Tior 
excuse for invoking the recall or indulging in 
threats of a recall against the officials of Rich- 
mond under suspicion by Rev. Petersen's friends. 
If 'they have participated in a scheme to "frame- 
up" a bribery case against the pastor they are 
guilty of a crime that may be and should_be fol- 
lowed, not only by dismissal from office, but by 
legal punishment. If the friends of Rev. Peter- 
sen have any evidence sof such a conspiracy'they 
should lay it before the grand jury and a-court 
for necessary action. 


The city of Richmond does not want an ex- 


pensive special election and the more thoughtful 
citizens should not countenance agitation for it. 
If the recall is to be used to substitute mob rule 
—although it may be an orderly mob—-and mob 
punishment for courts of law, then the recall 
should be destroyed. 
- ; 


COMPLETE LINCOLN HIGHWAY. 


Opportunity to aid in the speedy completion of 


the western division of the Lincoln Highway and 
to make Oakland the actual terminal, as it is in- 
tended to be, of the highway is at hand. The 
California' section of the highway is in good con- 
dition to the Nevada line.
